communigy? ‘The experiment which has so often 
been mate, may be a thousand times repeated; 
and the result will be the came. No eonstitutions 
. government, however Wisely framed; no im- 
provement of the people at large in mere literature 
and science; no lessons derived from history aml 
experience, and no motives addressed to persoual 
interest or safety, can hush the commotions which 
agitate the nations; because none of these can sub- 
due pride, ambition, and selfishness, make men up- 
right and benevolent, and engage them in those 
employments which will contribute to individual 
and public happiness. Why are net patriots and 
egislators sensible of this? Why do they not see 
and feel, after so much light has been cast on the 
subject, that the only effectual means of removing 
the calamities which now afflict the nations, and of 
warding off the still more fearful evils whieh 
threaten them, is, the heakhful intluence of moral 
and religious principle, didused through the mass 
alsociety? Ttis evident that the same character 
which qualifies men to be happy in the world to 
come, will qualify them to be, in the highest sense 
good members of civd society. And if civil society 
shall be chiefly constituted of enlightened and good 
1 a sure foundation will be laid for permanent 
e and prosperity. Now without undervaluing 
any of the meansof human improvement, litte 
be an obviousand certain truth, that the chief means 
of forming men tua good character is, the due vbser- 
vance of the Christian Sabhath; and that without 
this, all other means will fail. If this benevolent 
institution were rightly observed, the evils which 
tireaten our country would disappear. The re- 
medy T propose, is indeed simple and easy; but it 
ssure. And if the violence of ambition and party 
zeal and the prevaleace of vice and disorder should 
sO increase, as to overturn our free governments 
and involve usinal the horrors experienced by 
other nations; Lam bold to predict, that nota 
man, no, not one individual, either among the 
rulers or the people, whoconscienciously and faith 
fully keeps the Christian Sabbath, will be chargea- 
ble with helping to bring these dreadtul evils opon 
the land; and thatthe whole guilt will lie at the 
door of those, who do not cordially reverence the 
Lord’s day, and do not faithfully 
holy and sanctifving duties.

The whole world rests and is still, that God may 
speak, that conscience may resume her sway, that 
the exhausted body and mind may reernit their 
powers, and be fitted fora more vigorous effort. 
The vcmost productive labor of man, is in the pro- 
portion of rest and exertion, ordained by his merci- 
ivi Creator. The best prevention of disease is in 
the same provision. The prolongation of human 
lite depends on the like alternation of toil and re- 
pose. The springs of pleasure are thus augmented 
and purified. The satiety, the sameness, the wea- 
riness, the uniformity of human life is broken; and 
a blessed, hallowed period for religion is interposed, 
The interval between these seasons is neither so 
distant as to be ineffectual to its end, nor so near

What mathematician would not exclaim against 
the folly of those who should be filling our scien- 
tifie Journals with discussions about the best way 
of proving that it is possible for one straight line 
to be equal to another ?

Besides, what more plain and certain truth 
will you find to prove itby? And if you allow 
truths so evident and binding on the conscience 
to be treated as doubttul, do you not allow every 
thing to be doubted, and re lingquish your power 
to prove any thing ? 

We said that refusing to look at any thing which 
calls these truths in question, would save some 
persons a world of pains,—and we said truly. 
It God is certainly good, then we may dispense 
at once with the question, whether the existence 


of sin proves hia bad; and whether it was intro 


duced in such a way as does not prove lim bad; , 


aud whether his universal providence or his elect 


ing love prove him bad; and every thing else of 
the kind. And if it is certainly wrong to sin, we 
need not Waste Unee in proving that sin has not 
come into the world and come down to usin such 
a way as makes it right, or that there is nothing 
constiitutionalio us which makes itonght: or that 
the purposes of God, and our dependence ou bon, 
do netinake i right. And ut 
questions would certainly save “a world of pains.”
